‘ONE MAN ESCAPES, 


19 STILL TRAPPED 
IN TUNNEL CAVE-IN 


All of Those Caught Can 


be Touched Through 


Opening—Rescue Is Ex-' 


pected Near Oakland, 
Cal. 


By the Associated Press. 
OAKLAND, Cal., Jan. 10. — 
Through an opening too small to 
accommodate his companions, one 
of the 20 men imprisoned in Camp 
Mitchell tunnel crawled to safety 
tonight. The other 19 were safe 
and could be touched by rescuers. 
Hope of getting all the men out 
immediately led to the erroneous 
report that the 20 were freed. 

After Oscar Nelson, -smallest 
member of the ‘trapped - crew, 
crawled through,. another tried to 
follow through the small opening. 
It was too small. 

Some obstacle, which the res¢u- 
ers could not cut through, neces- 
sitated a detour of the four-foot 
rescue tunnel and delayed releas- 
ing the other 19 who had been im- 
prisoned more than 24 hours to- 
night. 

Welby Morgan, 28-year-old noz- 
zZle man, saved the lives of the 
men, {it was he who dropped the 
four-inch pipe under the tottering 
timbers just before they crashed. 

Morgan was one of the men who 
escaped from the tunnel as the 
roof, 800 feet below the  earth’s 
surface, began to sag. Before he 
ran out he dragged the length of 
pipe under the falling debris. Had 
it not been for the pipe, experts 
said, the entrapped men would 
have been asphyxiated, as the reg- 
ular ventilation system was demol- 
ished by the cave-in. 

The accident occurred {n. the 
east drift of the tunnel, which is 
11 miles southeast of Livermore, 
in this county, It is the same tun- 
nel in which 12 men‘ were killed 
last July by a gas explosion. 

City Engineer M. M. O’Shaugh- 
nessy of San Francisco said recent 
heavy rains caused last night’s 
cave-in. Investigators haye been 
sent to the tunnel by city, State 
and Federal authorities ‘and union 
leaders. 

The tunnel is part of San Fran- 
cisco’s Hetch-Hetchy water supply 
project, which has been poder con- 
structfon several years.

A man who boasted loudly in his 
hotel room that “the police are a 
lot of flat-footed hicks with no 
brains, who couldn’t catch-a thief 
if they had to,” is in a tell at Pa- 
lice Headquarters while detectives 
are investigating his activities as a 
collector for organizations which 
got none of the money he took in. 

He was registered as William 
Carr of Toledo, O., but later ad- 
mitted the name was false and as- 
serted he Jived in Buffalo, N. Y.

Roach and Greenway arrested 
the man and searched his room. At 
first he was reluctant to discuss 


his affairs, but after a night in a| 


cell, when they aSked him about 
the collections, he explained: 

‘““A year and a half ago, I was an 
automobile upholsterer. I met a 
man who was in the collecting bus- 
iness and went: to work for him. I 
went from city to city calling on 
business men and collecting what- 
ever they’d give for police officers’ 
Organizations, veterans’ organiza- 
tions, or whatever organization I 
thought they’d contribute to. 

“T got 35 per cent of what I col- 


ployer. I thought he took a com- 
mission and turned the rest over to 
the organization for which it was 
intended. But last October I found 
out he didn’t turn any of it over. 
He owed me some money and we 
quarreled and separated. Since then 
I’ve collected about $1100 and 
have not turned any of it over.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10.—The 
validity.of an old State law holding 


a saloonkeeper liable for damages 
incurred through persistent sale of 
liquor to a husband, despite a 
wife’s warning, will be decided 
Monday by the State Supreme

The question arose in the dam- 
age suit brought against the Shell 
Oil Co. by Mrs. Joseph C. Wheel- 
er,’ Los Angeles, for $125,000 and 
charged the company made her 
husband “an inveterate drunk- 
ard."

salesman that it is more profitable 
to work on “straight commission” 
than on a salary. 

Pearson's last financial vénture 
was the sale last August of $200,- 
000 worth of a $500,000 issue of 
bonds to finance the erection of a 
warehouse. The bonds were author- 
ized for sale by the State,Securities 
Department. The receivers’ report 
states: “A great proportion of this 
amount was issued to secure in- 
debtedness already incurred. A 
few of the bonds were either sold 
outright and the cash received by 
the corporation, or were issued in 
part payment of the purchase 
price of filling station sites.” 

Of the $270,000 received for Syn- 
dicate shares the receivers have 
been able to account for but 
$130,000, which amount is credited 
on the books of the Warson Pe- 
troleum Co., “but no records,” the 
report continues, “have been 
available to explain the differences 
between this amount and the 
amount actually shown in the cor- 
porate records. The president, R. 
G. Pearson, has stated that he has 
in his possession all these records 
pertaining to the syndicate ac- 
counts, but has failed to produce 
them on demand. It is, therefore, 
impossible for your receiver to de- 
termine the exact ‘amount. out- 
standing.”’ , se! 

Incumbrances on Property. 

A balance sheet arrived at by 
auditors for the receiver from 
examination of the company’s 
books, shows a deficit in assets of 
$177,295. Due to incumbrances on 
properties, however, the report 
states: “Actually the amount of 
linbilities over assets is greatly in 
excess of this figure.” 

Sale of the Syndicate shares and 
more recently of the bond issue, 
was carried on despite the protest 
of Dwight L. Holmes, manager of 
the financial division of the St. 
Louis Better Business Bureau, who 
first requested Securities Commis- 
sioner Stockard to investigate the 
Warson activities several years 
ago. 

Recent letters from the Better 
Business Bureau in which various 
facts pertaining to the finances of 
the Warson Petroleum Co. were 
called to the attention of the State 
Securities department, were un- 
answered. Holmes and his assistant, 
W. C. Rosenbaum, were informed 
by Stockard that Secretary of State 
Becker and Stockard agreed that 
the Better Business Bureau was 
not entitled to have their letters 
answered. 

“It is regrettable,” Holmes said 
today, “that a difference of opinion 
as to the administrtion of the se- 
curities law exists between . offi- 
cials of the Better Business Bu-

Chief Invéstigator Roche does 
not believe Moran had any hand 
in or knowledge of the plot against 
Lingle’s life. John J. (Boss) Mc- 
Laughlin, former State Represen- 
tative and reputed to have been the 
political “front” for the gambling 
syndicate, comes into the case 
through a telephone conversation 
with Lingle concerning the raid on 
the club or efforts to reopen it. 
A few days later Lingle was slain. 
McLaughlin has made a statement 
that he would not have hurt Lingle 
or taken any part in any plot 
against him. 

Using the incident of the raid on 
the Sheridan Wave Club as the 
most promising motive for the kill- 
ing of Lingle, Roche bent all his 
efforts in that direction. Months 
ago he learned from underworld 
connections that Kaufman once had 
‘a chauffeur called “Buster,” who 
answered the published description 
of Lingle’s slayer and who was 
wanted in St. Louis for murder. He 
endeavored to ascertain the name 
of “‘Buster,”’ even inquiring at the 
St. Louis Police Department, but 
) without success, until, through a 
connection in New York, he learned-~ 
from Kaufman, without Kafifman 
knowing who wanted the informa- 
tion, that “Buster” was “Leo. Ba- 
der.’”’ 

The Search for “Bader.” 

With only this name to go with, 
Roche returned to Chicago and 
through sources of information 
here located “‘Bader’’ and learned 
he was in Excelsior Springs, Mo., 
plotting with others to kidnap a 
Kansas City man. This plan fell 
though, however’and ‘‘Bader’’ re- 
turned to Chicago and to his hotel, 
of which Roche had the address. 

It was a coincidence that a 
young woman stendgrapher,' em- 
ployed by the United Statds Intel- 
ligence Unit, with which Roche 
formerly was attached, had an

Roche has made no progress in 20 | 
days of questioning, notwithstand- 
ing that nine men and women, who 
were in and near the scene of the 
murder, unhesitatingly pointed to 
Brothers as the man who stepped 
up behind Lingle in the Randolph 
street subway under Michigan 
boulevard and shot him in the 
head, Brothers sat stolidly 
through the ordeal and occasional- 
ly remarked that he had no con- 
nection with the murder and that 
the witnesses were mistaken. 

It is known that Brothers kept 
to his apartment in the hotel for 
two months without going out; / 
having his meals sent up, and was 
plentifully supplied with money 
from the day of the murder. Prior 
to that _he lived a normal life, go- 
ing out every day. 

Denies Knowing Moran. 

The accused man protests he was 
not. personally acquainted nor had 
any connection with Moran, Zuta, 
Kaufman nor McLaughlin; that he 
had never heard of Lingle until 
after the latter’s death, and that 
he is being “jobbed” for something 
of which he is innocent. He speaks 
‘of the murder of De Blasi in &t. 
Louis as a “job of self-defense” 
and stops there. 

He is- well-mannered, quiet and 
withous emotion, stoically accept- 
ing accusations as something to be 
expected from prosecutors. S He 
never smiles of whimpers. Nor

Dr. Bitting, who was 73 years 
old, died at his son’s home early 
yesterday, of hardening of the ar- 
teries, after two years’ illness.

and in his previous pastorate of 
21 years at Mount Morris Church, 
New York, Dr. Bitting became one 
of the foremost preachers not only 
of the Baptist Church, 
Protestantism in the United States. 
He was the friend of the 
John D. Rockefeller, who listened 
to his preaching frequently, | 
was an occasional 
Rockefeller home.

the owner of a single share of the 
stock of the Standard of New Jer- 
sey, which was then. closely held, 
and which had a value of about 
$700 a share. 

Dr. Bitting was one of the dele- 
gates to an 
conference of churchmen in Con- 


ing “slackers.” 

Dr. Bitting was born in Lynch- 
burg, Va., Feb. 5, 1857. He was 
ordained to the ministry in 1880, 
and served a short pastorate in 
Virginia before going to New York 
in 1884. He succeeded the Rey. 
Dr. W. W. Boyd, a noted preacher 
and civic leader, in the pastorate 
of Second Baptist Church, then at 
Locust and Beaumont.streets. The 
present church edifice on the east

Institute this week will make 


a significant problem and the per- 
sonal equipment to attack it, Near- 
ly a dozen already have beén ac- 
cepted as voluntary assistants or 
fellows. The fellows receive an in- 
come in addition to. laboratory 
space, apparatus, experimental ma- 
terials, technical assistance and the 
guidance of a ‘distinguished staff 
of specialist and fundamental sei- 
scientists. . 
The Institute, in the new bufld- 
ing at Kingshighway and Euclid 
avenue, will be research and teach- 
ing headquarters of the ophthal- 
mological and oto-laryngological 
departments of Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. It was 
founded in memory of the late Os- 
car Johnson, shoe manufacturer, 
by his widow, Mrs. Irene Johnson, 
of 38 Portland place, and two sons, 
James Lee and Oscar Jr., who will 
commemorate the opening with a 
dinner for about 150 guests, in- 
cluding the staff, tomorrow evening 
at the Woman’s Club. 
Research and teaching is én- 
dowed by the General Education 
Board, a Rockefeller philanthropy. 
In addition, specific investigations 
of chronic and progressive deafness 
are being supported by E. Arthur 
and Frank E. Ball of Muncie, Ind., 
and the most exhaustive program 
of trachoma research ever under- 
taken has been financed by the 
Specialists From World Centers. 
The institution is literally unique 
in the’extent to which it brings the 
fundamental sciences to bear on the 
specific problems of its two special 
branches of medicine. Under that 
system, no eye surgeon need be 
halted by a problem of chemistry, 
nor an ear specialist by an abstruse 
question of physics. Besides its 
specialists, the staff includes men 
and women, gathered here from 
world centers of résearch, distin- 
guished in physics, physical chem- 
istry and biochemistry, bacteriol- 
ogy and immunology, physiology, 
anatomy and pathology. The spe- 
claiized knowledge of each will be 
available in every problem encoun- 
tered by any of his associates. 
This organization is reflected in 
the equipment. In five floors of 
laboratories each division of the 
basic sciences has its own large and 
expertiv equipped quarters. In ad- 
dition, each worker will have an 
individual laboratory and a™~tech- 
nician wherever his work requires 
it. . / 


. 


Since the chief function of the 
institute will be to explore paths 
never ‘before traveled by science, 
the equipment includes an up-to- 
date mechanical shop.. Here an ex- 
pert mechanic will construct appar- 
atus which a specialist might con- 
ceive, but lack the mechanical sisill 
to perfect. 

Study Germ Life in Movies. 

A photographic studio provides 
means to record transitory condi- 
tions so they may be studied at 
length. Its special equipment in- 
cludes stereoscopic cameras, ap- 
paratus for photographing the ear 
drum and the background of the 
eye and complete photomicroscopy 
apparatus which will enable scien- 
tists to *tudy the life of germs in 
moving pictures. 

A variety of animals, white rats, 
guinea pigs, dogs and even chim- 
panzees, are required in  experi- 
ments to save human sight and 
hearing. The most comfortable 
quarters that could be devised have 
been planned for them, and placed 
under care of two keepefs selected 


On a basis of training and dispo- 
sition. 


These ultra-modern facilities will 
be used for a number of important 
investigations already under way in 
emergency quarters. All research 
will be directed by Dr. Harvey) J. 
Howard in ophthalmology and Dr. 
Lee Wallace in atolaryngology. 

One investigation in oto-laryn- 
gology, for example, raises possi- 
bilities of hearing, through the 
sense of touch and not the ear; 
another, in ophthalmology, involves 


living tissue never before cultured 
artificially. 

Aid to Deaf by Instruments. 
A better instrument for measur- 
ing the acuity.of hearing is being 
devised by Dr. C. C. Bunch, in- 
ventor of the first audiometer that’ 
accurately recorded the power to 
hear. He is investigating possibili- 
ties of aiding the hearing of the 
deaf by instruments. He is making 
an intensive study of the physiology 
of the ear, and developing methods 
whereby tests of hearing have been 
of value to surgery in determining 
the location of brain tumors. 
Effects of chemical changes in 
the body on the cells lining the 
sinuses are being studiéd by Dr. 
W. F. Wenner, who has found that 
a& disturbance of blood calcium” 
leads to sinus infection. He is de- 
termining what specific changes in 
the cells lead up to sinus infection 
in animals. 3 
Cillary action of the cells in the 
nasal sinus lining is being studied 
by Dr, A. M. Lucas. It has been 
found that interferencé with the 
sweeping motion of the cilia,;.or mi- 
croscopic “hairs” of these cells, is 
followed by infection. Dr. Lucas 
is determining whether the ciliary 
action is affected by diet, at. 
mospheric conditions, “nervous- 
ness” and other possible factors.

Pigment in Organ of Hearing. ~ 
A reborn mystery in otology is 
being studied wy Miss Dorothy 
Wolff, who, coming upon pigment’ 
in the organ of hearing, found 
upon. investigation that it had been 
known since 1830 but forgotten by 
most specialists since then. The 
pigment is similar to that in the 
skin. A possible analogy is the 
presence of pigrhnent in the normal 
eye. 
poor sight. Whether pigment has 
a part in hearing has not previous- 
ly been investigated. Miss Wolff 
is correlating defects in hearing 
with ‘defects in the hearing mech- 
anism by post mortem examina- 
on, 

C. S. Linton has shown that, al- { 
though the nasal sinuses are fre- 
quently invaded by dust particles 
and bacteria, normal sinuses are 
quickly rid of them and remain 
generally free of bacteria. He has 
demonstrated that nothing in the 
tissues prevents the growth of bac- 
terla, but that normal nasal secre- 
tions do prevent it, and is pro- 
ceeding to an effort to isolate the 
substances which accomplish that. 


All the pathological research. is 
being directed by Dr. I. Y. Olch, In 
addition to the regular’staff mem- 
bers, eight young research work- 
ers have come to St. Louis with 
problefis and ideas justifying their 
use of the institute’s facilities as 
fellows or voluntary assistants. 
Distinguished research will be 
continued in the institute by oto- 
laryngologists practicing in St. 
Louis. It includes an outstanding 
study of the development of the 
nasal sinuses from elementary 
forms in lower animals up to man, 
sinus drainage in health and dis- 
ease, the pathology of allergic 
sinusitis (sinus inflammation 
caused, like allergic asthma, by 
idiosyncrasies against nitrogenous 
substances, ranging “from milk’ to 
feathers”), studies of ear, nose and 
throat anatomy and of bone 
changes in ear and sinus infec- 
tions, and preparation of a com- 
prehensive embryological collec- 
tion of the ear and nose. 
Investigation of Trachoma. 
The institute’s field in ophthal- 
mology was indicated by Dr. How- 
ard ig the remark that, while hun- 
dreds of diseases affect sight, the 
causes of less than a dozen eye 
disease have been determined. Its 
first major project will be an in- 
vestigation of the causes and treat- 
ment of trachoma on an unprece- 
dented scale. 

It is estimatec that 20,000. Mis- 
sourians have trachoma, an infec- 
tious disease of the. cornea and 
conjunctiva, or eyelid lining, which 
shuts off the cornea or “window” 
of the eye. It is described as the 
worst scourge among the eye dis- 
easés. The board of the Institute 
and McMillan Eye, Ear, Nose and 
Throat Hospital has offered to co- 
operate with the State in attempt- 
ing to control the disease in Mis- 
souri. 

In this study the Institute is 
making an exhaustive check on the 
work of the late Hideyo Noguchi, 
which has been continued by his 
associates at Rockefeller Institute. 
Dr. Noguchi, who died of yellow 
fever when studying its cause in. 
Africa, isolated’ the “bacterium 
granulosis” in cultures taken from 
four patients described to him as 
suffering from trachoma. 


Dr. Charlies Weiss of the Insti- 
tute is comparing the action of 
various strains of the Noguchi or- 
ganism in monkeys with the ef- 
fects of fresh trachoma “virus.” 
Difference in virulence, of any, 
between various strains of B. gran- 
ulosis is being investigated by Dr. 
Wendell Harrison, who recently 
returned from : studies of Dr. 
Alexis Carrell’s methods of growing 
fiesuies artificially. Dr. Harrison 
will attempt artificial culture of 
living cells of the conjunctiva, in 
order to compare their reactions 
in artificial media to the fresh 
“virus” and to strains of the germ. 
Garvey Bowers and Miss Mar- 
ion Mofris are immunizing rabbits 
to cultures of the granulosis and 
testing blood and serum to deter- 
mine if they vorfespond to the. 
chemical conditions in human be-

‘CHICAGO, Jan, 10.—A petition 
for appointment of a receiver for 


j the Missouri-Hansag Pipe Line Co. 
jand subsidiaries was filed in United 


States District Court today by at- 
torneys for three stockholders liv- 
ing in Cincinnati. : 

Frank P. Parish, organizer of the 
Missouri-Kansas Co., and the se- 
curities concern which bore his 
name, were named defendants. 
Parish and members of the directo- 
rate were charged in the petition 
wiah manipulating the company’s 
stock, issuing false financial state- 
ments, and disseminating false 
propaganda as to the value of the 
pipe line company and its stock. 

The complainants were Herbert 
M. Hart, Harper N. Morgan and 
Edgar V. Godley of Cincinnati, 
stockholders, — 

The company’s stock is listed on 
the Chicago ..Stock Exchange and 
the New York Curb. 

A da Pont on Board. 

The bill of complaint alleged that, 
in connection with acquisition of 
subsidiary natural gas and public 
utility concerns, $651,000 was paid 
in one instance for political pur- 
poses and $880,000 in another in- 
stance, 

Parish was alleged to have filed 
a petition in voluntary bankruptcy 
July 16, 1926, listing abilities of 
$140,000 and assets of $3000. On 
May 5, 1928, the bill charged, Par- 
ish organized the Missouri-Kansas 
Pipe Line Co. and Frank P. Parish 
& Co,. which dealt exclusively in 
Missouri-Kansas stock, and so ma- 
nipulated the stock that it rose from 
an initial declared value of $3,000,- 
000 within a few months to a de- 
clared value of $67,900,000. 

Citing that Francis I. du Pont 
was.a member of the board of di- 
rectors, the complaint asserted that 
his appointment to the board was 
accompanied by statements that the 
Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line Co. had 
allied the financial strength and in- 
fluence of the du Pont interests’ 

Stock at 85%. 

Removal of Parish and the direc- 
tors, an accounting of the company 
and its subsidiaries and an injunc- 
tion to prevent disposition of their 
assets were asked. 

Prices of Missouri-Kansas stock 
on the Chicago exchange have 
ranged from 4% to 36% in the last 
year. There were 1050 shares trad- 
ed today in a small range, closing at 
8%, down % from yesterday.

Jt meant not alone for 
Germany a mighty decline in her 
economic and financial life; the 
whole civilized world suffered an 
economic crisis as has hardly 
ever before been experienced. 

There were, to be sure, some grat- 
tying happenings in the course of 
1930. Germaby finally saw the com- 
plete freeing of the occupied dis- 
tricts from foreign troops, and her 
currency became. so stable that it 
held the high regard of the world. 

e German Reichsbank, which un- 
der the Reichsbank law of Aug. 30, 
1924, is a “bankAndependent of the 
Reich’s Government,” was able last 
year to repulse every assault upon 
German currency, in part by fixing 
discount rates, in part by limiting 
credits. : 

Third in Foreign Trade. 

Following the unhappy elections 
of September, it was compelled to 
give out an extraordinarily great 
amount of gold. Nevertheless, it 
still holds such a great amount that 
it can meetvall demands. The gold 
reserve covering Reichsbank notes 
still amounts to 66 per cent of the 
total, and the -regerve against the 
entire amount of paper money in 
circulation totalg 59 per cent. 

It is a most noteworthy fact that 
Germany's foregin trade, despite ex- 
isting tariff walis and import pro- 
hibitions, again achieved third 
place in world trade, following En- 
gland and the United States, al- 
though this standing was attained 
only through the greatest efforts in 
the industrial and economic circles 
involved. The excess of exports over 
imports for the 11 months from 
January to the end of November.

marks, whereas the year 1929

WOMAN VOTERS OF MISSOURI 
DRAFT LEGISLATION PROGRAM 


Passage of seven measures bear- 
ing on the legal status of women, 
education, efficiency in govern- 
ment and child welfare will be 
sought by the Missouri League of 
Women Voters during the present 
session of the State Legislature.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 10.—Re- 
turning from the national automo- 
bile show in New York, motor car 
company executives feel -that their 
forecasts of an improved year in 
1931 have been verified.

From 
the standpoints of price, style, per- 
formance, comfort, durability, and 
economy of operation, the’ con- 
sensus is that the car faciories have 
offered a bargain that will prove 
irresistible. Sensational as were 
many of the price slashes, none is 
without its justification, and none 
is a reflection of reduced quality, it 
is felt here.

Features that have distinguished 
the Graham in the past are re- 
tained. All models are fitted 
throughout with shatter-proof plate 
glass, a safety measure pioneered 
by Graham. Four years ago, Gra- 
ham pioneered in the fox --speed 
drive, and now introduces the new- 
ly developed synchro-silent four- 
speed transmission, insuring noise- 
less gear cperation. This transmis- 
sion will be used in both eights and 
the speciai six. 

The Graham Special 820 is en- 
tirely new. The engine is of 3% 
inch bore by 4-inch stroke, 246 
cubic inches displacement, and de- 
velops 85 horsepower.

New Truck Has Two 
Eight-Cyinder Engines 
Developing 275 H. P. 


The multi-motor principle, now 
common in aviation, has been in- 
troduced in the motor truck field 
with the announcement by the Re- 
lay Motors Corporation of a new 
dual-engined, six wheel, heavy 
duty motor truck. 

The new truck has two straight 
eight cylinder engines of 275 brake 
horsepower, a new method of de- 
livering power from the engines to 
the drive, two transmissions, two 
differentials, two independent Re- 
lay rear axles, multple traction, 
seven speeds, power shift, and 
booster steering. 

The two engines may be used in 
combination or one at a time. Each 
engine delivers power to a sep- 
arate rear axle.

Uniform Date 
To Announce New 


Models Is Voted 


Directors of Auto C. of C. 
+ Unanimous in Recom- 
mending the Change. 


To improve the dealers’ situa- 
tion as to retailing motor cars, the 
directors of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, at 
their meeting Wednesday, upon a 
report from Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
chairman of the Trade Promotion 
Committee, unanimously recom- 
mended that hereafter the indus- 


try should announce its new models 
in November or December’ each 
year. 

While appreciating that there 
might be a/ few disadvantages 
about synchronizing the time for 
announcements, and that some 
handicaps must be overcome, it 
was agreed that the greatest bene- 
fit to the public, to the dealers, as 
well as to the manufacturers, will 
develop if trade is not disturbed by 
an almost continuous offering of 
new models. 

A substantial part of the tre- 
mendous cost of tooling for the 
new models, it is believed, will be 
eliminated if all hold to a special 
time. 

Many advantages are expected to 
accrue with the general support of 
these recommendations of the 
manufacturers’ organization. 

There will be no disorganization 
of the market during the spring 
and summer season when the sell- 
ing is at its best and when 2 
cleaning up of old models would 
be injurious to the trade general- 
ly. 

While buying may be slower in 
anticipation of model changes at a 
definite time, the manufacturers 
agreed that less harm will result 
when changes are announced dur- 
ing November and December which 
are natural months of declining 
sales. 

Bankers and financé coOmpanies 
are in a much better position to 
handle dealer paper when new 
models are offered in December be- 
cause they cover an up-to-date

REAL ESTATE PRICES STAPLE 


IN ONE-FOURTH OF CITIES 


The sixteenth semi-annual survey 
of the real estate market, made by 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, presents from 349 
cities data as to price movements, 
rent movements, building supply, 
money supply for real estate devel- 
opment, interest rate trends, sub- 


division activity 12nd general real 


estate activity. The reports show 
that in almost one-fourth of the 
cities prices for real estate have re- 
mained stable, notwithstanding the 
decline which the year brought in 
general commodity prices. 

A rather sharp division exists be- 

tween large cities and smaller cities 
in regard to money supply for real 
estate development. In general the 
cities of more than 500,000 pcpula- 
tion show in the mortgage money 
market a predominance of capital 
seeking investment. In cities of a 
smaller size the proportion showing 
this predominance decreases, and 
in cities of under 25,000 population 
slightiy more than half report a 
predominance of loans seeking cap- 
Mel. . . 
While the general disposition of 
interest rgtes is downward, interest 
rates for mortgage investment in 
76 per cent of the cities reporting 
are just where they were a year 
ago, and more cities report rising 
than report falling rates. However, 
cleavage between large and smaller 
cities is here again visible. Falling 
rates are reported by twice as many 
cities as report rising rates in all 
groups of cities above the 200,000 
population line. 

Seventy-four per cent of the cit- 
jes report a normal supply of sin- 
gle family dwellings, and of the 
remaining cities a larger number 
report under-supply than report 
over-supply. In the rental situa- 
tion, however, apartments rents ap- 
pear to have reached a more sta- 
bilized condition than have rents 
for single family dwellings. 

Demand for business property is 
indicated as most seriously affected 
by the adverse conditions prevailing 


in general business during’ the past 
year. Outlying business property 
has been more affected thar has 
central business property. 

While the total figures for the 

United States and Canada report 
the same activity as a year ago in 
28 per cent of the cities, moré ac- 
tivity in 14 per cent and less ac- 
tivity in 58 per cent, the various 
sections of the United States and 
Canada show marked variations 
from these percentages. Thus the 
market was reported more active in 
49 per cent of the cities in the 
South Atlantic section and 30 per 
cent of the cities in the mountain 
section, whereas less activity was 
reported by 75 per cent of the cit- 
ies in the east north central sec- 
tion, 68 per cent reported less ac- 
tivity in the west south central sec- 
tion, 73 per cent reported less ac- 
tivity in the east south central sec- 
tion, and 83 per cent reported less 
activity in Canada. 
_ In the United States and Canada 
taken as a whole, 23 per cent of the 
cities reported that selling prices 
were the same as they were a year 
ago, 1 per cent reported higher 
prices and 76 per cent reported 
lower prices.

MARTIN & BREITT CLOSES LONG 


FAR NEW PARKING 
PLAN DOWNTOWN 


Bernard F. Dickmann Pro- 
poses Purchase by City 
of Adjacent Lots for Free 

Car Space. 


The elimination of parking on 
seven streets in the downtown dis- 
trict east of Twelfth boulevard, 
with the possible purchase of areas 
adjacent to the district for free 
parking lots, was proposed by Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann, president of the 
St. Louis Real Estate Exchange, in 
an address Friday night, as a major 
step in developing what he termed 
the downtown “loop.” Dickmann 
spoke at an installation of officers 
of the exchange at the Coronado 
Hotel. 

The seven streets which he speci- 
fied are Market, Chestnut, Pine, 
Olive, Locust and S8t. Charlies 
streets and Lucas avenue. Antici- 
pating a growth in the downtown 
district when Eads Bridge shall be 
made free to traffic, Dickman said 
that real. estate dealers. were “vi- 
tally interested” in maintaining a 
downtown business “loop.” 

Would Follow Chicago. 

“Chicago has eliminated auto 
parking from its downtown loop 
and we must do likewise,” he said. 
“IT believe citizens would be in fa- 
vor of the city purchasing 156 or 20 
blocks north of Franklin, east of 
Third, south of Market or Walnut 
and having free parking for thou- 
sands of machines now crowding 
the downtown loop. There is plenty 
of so-called old tenement and out- 
of-date business property in the out- 
lying parts of the downtown avail- 
able for this purpose.” 

Purchase of property for parking 
purposes should be made now 
“while the price is right,” Dick- 
mann suggested, in offering solu- 
tion of the parking problem ‘as the 
best means of stabilizing values in 
the downtown district. 

The most insistent improvement 


in St. Louis, he said, was the elim- 
ination of smoke. Taking account 
of the fact that natural gas may be 
made available here within the 
next year, he said that the two main 
points of attack for eliminating 
smoke would be improvement of 
home-heating plants and the in- 
stallation of electric engines in rail- 


Investments in real estate and 
real estate loans, Dickmangp said, 
were found to be the best means 
for a guaranteed income during the 
present financial depression. He 
suggested improvement of property 
and greater optimism as a means 
of stimulating real estate sales. 

The formation of a Taxpayers 
Division of the Real Estate Ex- 
change was announced in his ad- 
dress. According to plans of the 
committee handling the matter, all 
taxpayers in the city would be in- 
vited to join the division, and ar- 
rangements would be made to have 
a representative at each of the 
meetings of the Board of Aldermen 
and Board of Public Service, with 
the issuance of bulletins to mem- 
bers of matters affecting their 
property. :

IRST it was the sea lion tank. Next, the 
bear pits. Then the primate house opened 
its doors and for months the biggest Sunday 
crowds of Zoo visitors were to be found 
packed around the cages“of the acrobatic 
and otherwise accomplished chimpanzees. 
In turn, the apes were dethroned by the 
reptiles, and now the birds have taken 
the popularity crown away from the-snakes. 
It’s one of the few things that birds have 
ever been known to take away from snakes. But then there . 
are few birds like those to be seen in the new $225,000 bird 
house. Where, for example, could anybody hope to find an- 
other specimen like Ya-koob, who spéaks both Chinese and 


Ya-koob, right now, is the most engaging exhibit in what 
many authorities declare is the most interesting zoo in the 
world. He packs them in and keeps them standing in line. 

He cocks his head at the visitor and asks impudent questions. 

‘Boys,’ he says, “how much money you got home?” 

if you tell him, he’ll probably break into boisterous laugh- 
ter and exclaim, ‘‘Oh, Doctor!’’ Or he may just mutter something 
in Chinese. You can’t ever be sure what Ya-koob thinks of you, and 
that's one of the secrets of his charm—that and the way he yields to 
persuasion and says “Johnny Magoo” like a bashful child. 

Ya-koob alone is enough to account for the boom in the stock 
‘the new bird house. If he couldn’t say anything but ‘‘Hello, Ya- Hornbills. 
koob” which was the first English he learned, he’d still lure a lot of 
callers away from the snakes and monkeys. But this talking mynah 
from Singapore has a lot of distinguished company in the. bird house. 

Indeed, the place is so full of rare birds that it’s not always possible 
to tell by the erowd assembled just which cage is Ya-koob’s. The hornbills 
are formidable rivals. So are the cocks-of-the-rock and the birds of paradise 
and the sheep-killing parrots from New Zealand. There are no fewer than 
300 tropieal birds, representing 85 different species housed in the structure 
and most of these have been acquired within the last six months. Eighteen 
of these 85 species are ex- 
tremely rare—so rare that one 
might spend the better part of 
a lifetime in the jungles or in 
visiting aviaries and yet never 
see them all. Six species are 
not represented in any other 
zoo in the United States, and 
one—the cock-of-the-rock—is not to be found in any other 
zoo in the world except that of London. 

The cocks-of-the-rock probably are the rarest birds in ex- 
istence. So far as known, there are only three in captivity 
in the world:and two of these are in the bird house of the 
St. Louis zoo. They are handsome golden, crested birds 
somewhat larger than a quail. When they are 
found at all they are found in the remote 
jungles of Northern South America. It is said 
that not more than six white men have ever 
seen them in their native state and only six 
specimens have been brought to the United 
States alive. 

As is true of most other bird species, the 
male cock-of-the- 
rock has most of the 
beauty of the 
family. The females 
never attain the 
same brilliant 
plumage, which 
probably accounts -; 
for che fact that 
only males are 
found in captivity. 
The Indians of the 
South American 
jungles who capture 
the birds for traders 
go after the speci- 
mens with the most 
brilliant coloring.

The bird of paradise is another vain fellow and with good 
reason. There are three of these in the bird house, two of 
them males of the Greater-Six-Plumed, the other one of the 
Count Raggi species. Even cage life fails to discourage their 
vanity. Nearly every afternoon the Greater-Six-Plumed male 
will lean forward on his perch, look tense for a moment and 
then break into his dance of courtship. A sheath of black 
feathers around the legs spreads out in such a manner as to 
resemble the grass skirt of a Hawaiian dancer. His head is 
held in such a position as to display his silver frontal crest 
against the iridescent breast feathers and the six plumes 
spread out in fan shape. Thus attired, he hops stiff-legged 
from side to side, causing his plumes to vibrate with a shim- 

mering, scintillating effect. The dance lasts for a minute or 
so. | 
The Count Raggi male is not in full plumage just now, 
which may account for his present indifference to display, but 
be is no less a show-off. His method is to fall forward from 
his perch, hahging head down so that the long yellow plumes 
cascade out from under his wings and the curved wire-like feathers 
of the tail arrange themselves with quaint and startling effects. He, 
too, achieves, through vibration, a quivering, fluttering pose that 
makes the best use of lights and shadows. 

In their native forests of the Malay Peninsula, scientists say, it 
is the habit of male birds to congregate for their dances just as do 
the cocks-of-the-rock. They gather in a tree with low wide-spreading 
branches and take their turns at posturing. But it seems the hens 
are not present for these fashion parades, so the whole show is hind 
ably only a device for gratification of male van‘ty. 

The bird of paradise has been known to white men since 1500, when the 
skin of one was taken to Europe, but the species is growing very scarce and 
it is said that but two nests have ever been found by scientists or men compe- 
tent to describe them. The nests are built in hollow trees in the most inac- 
cessible jungles. 

With feathers of nearly all 
conceivable shapes, the bird 
has always appealed strongly 
to the imagination of men 
and many strange myths 
have sprung up about them. 
For a long time after the ap- 
pearance of the first skin in 
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long. There is the 
Rhinoceros hornbill, 
the Concave 
Casqued hornbill 
and the East Afri- 
can Dwarf species 
and they are all 
equally ugly. When 
it comes to plum- 


tle to brag about, 
but they make good 
performers and at- 
tract more specta- 
tors than a good 
dog fight.

And it is not only in the field of mu- 
tic that infant prodigies drop out of 
sight. The name of William J. Sidis 
may still be familiar to a few newspa- 
per readers.

Sidis, son of Professor 
Boris Sidis, could—and did—discuss 
the fourth dimension with physfcists 
and mathematicians at Harvard at the 
age of 11. The chart of his develop-

This study stood him in 
good stead during the constitutional 
convention of 1906-1907 at Guthrie, 
when the basic law of the State of 
Oklahoma was formulated. Murray 
was president of the convention and 
a molder of its policies. The ,Consti- 
tution of thia State, due to his domi- 
nance of the convention, undoubtedly 
contains more of Murray than of any 
other man. 

In the first Legislature of Ok- 
homa’*Murray continued his work of 
establishing a commonwealth. He was 
Speaker of the House, and made his 
influence felt in virtually all its leg-

It is 
likely that Murray himself 
was inclined to think the 
same thing. But it was 
characteristic of him that 
he didn't feel sorry for 
himself; he felt sorry for 
Oklahoma. 

He took stock of his sit- 
uation- As a result of 
his political campaigns he 
found he owed $47,000. He 
sold a farm and some 
other property and paid 
off the debts. He still 
had a comfortable amount 
of this world’s goods left, and he sud- 
denly realized that he hadn't taken 
any time off for play for 30 years. So 
he picked up and went to South 
America in 1919 just to look over the 
country. 

His interest in South America was 
of long standing, dating back to his 
childhood, when he had read of the 
wonders of the Latin lands in geog- 
raphy lessons. Once as a young man 
he had flipped a coin to see if he 
would seek his fortune in South Amer- 
ica instead of the Indian Territory; he 
flipped three times, and each time the 
coin's verdict was that he stay in the 
United States. 

Traveling through the southern re- 
publics, Murray saw land that made 
his farmer's mouth water, and he 
found plenty of isolation, where a man 
would have a chance to think. He 
obtained a concession from the Gov- 
ernment of Bolivia for a large tract 
and came back to Oklahoma to organ- 
ize a colony. He got his colonists— 
hand-picked they were, too, for a man 
had to satisfy Murray that he was a 
decent citizen, with a useful occupa- 
tion and enough money to sustain him 
until his Bolivian farm began to pro- 
duce a living, before he was accepted. 
A ship was engaged to take the co- 
onists to their new home. Then Mur- 
ray learned that certain difficulties 
had arisen between Bolivia and Para- 
guay which would interfere seriously 


“with the success of the colony. He 


called the project off, refunding the 
money which had been paid to him by 
his followers for land. 

He resumed his wanderings in South 
America. He found some land in

would be delayed indefinitely. At last 
he came on a broad satretch of virgin 
land that seemed to meet all his re- 
quirements. It lay in Bolivia, at the 
foot of-the Andes, about 12 miles 
north of Yacuiba, near the Paraguay- 
an frontier. Murray obtained a grant 
of 60,000 acres, and, coming back to 
Oklahoma, began to organize another 
colony, a_ self-sufficient agricultural 
community. In 1924, with his fam- 
ily, he led his colony of 46 Ameri- 
cans—nine families—to Bolivia. 


HE colonists, with the excep- 

tion of the Murrays, didn’t stay 
long. Back in the United 
States they spoke of various disad- 


vantages of their Bolivian  hold- 
ings—drouth, grasshoppers, oppres- 
sive taxation, isolation. They said 


the colony was 50 miles from 4a 
railroad, 200 miles from a_  doc- 
tor or dentist, and surrounded by for- 
ests and Indians. They admitted they 
had been homesick. But they seemed 
to bear no grudge against Murray. He 
refunded the money they paid him for 
their land. 

The Murrays stayed on for five 
years. About 400 colonists of other 
nationalities were placed on some of 
the land as tenants. Improvements 
were made, including 17 miles of 
fence, and a great variety of crops 
was raised. The first cotton gin in 
Bolivia was installed. It was lonely 
for the Murrays, particularly the wom- 


en of the family, and many of the 
comforts of living were lacking. There 
were hazards, too. When a baby was 
born to the wife of one of Murray's 
sons no doctor was available, and Al- 
falfa Bill substituted for him; some 
knowledge of medicine was among the 
lore he had acquired in his hours of 
study. It was chiefly homesickness, 
Murray thought, that drove his colon- 
ists back to the States. He said they 
stayed only two weeks or 80. 

Toward the end of the fifth year of 
his stay, he related, the rich acres at 
the foot of the Andes were beginning 
to yleld a good living to their mas- 
ters. And then the Oklahomans had 
to give them up. The government of 
Bolivia changed and the concession 
was cancelled under a clause which 
provided that the American colonists 
who settled on the land had to stay 
for two years. Murray had been ne- 
gotiating with Belgian interests for 
sale of the property for $200,000. The 
cancellation, of course, ended the deal. 
In the spring of 1929 the Murrays 
came home—broke. A claim against 
the Bolivian Government to recov- 
er the money Murray paid for the 
land is pending. 

There used to be a story current as 
to why Alfalfa Bill decided to go to 
Bolivia in the first place. According 
to this account, one of his boys came 
home one day with a pair of kid 
gloves, and Murray immediately con- 
cluded that this country was becom- 
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“Alfalfa Bill” 
Murray. 


ing too sissified for 
a plain man, and he 
should get his fam- 
ily away before his 
sons had deteriorated into 
dudes. 

The Governor-elect said the 
story wasn't so, but grinned at 
it. He explained that he observed in the 
national life a deterioration from the 
simple virtues he extols, a succumbing 
to luxury, an increase of venality 
among public officers. He wanted to 
live a while under more primitive con- 
ditions, get back to the fundamentals 
of existence. He felt this civilization 
pressing too closely about him. 

Murray returned to Tishomingo in 
August, 1929. The town turned out 
to welcome him, business houses and 
even public offices closing for the oc- 
casion. A day or so later the nearby 
city of Ardmore held a celebration in 
his honor. And on every hand men 
kept saying, ‘What are you going to 


run for, Bill?” 

Bill didn’t know he would run 
for anything, but put out feelers 
as to his prospects to be elect- 


ed United States Senator or Governor. 
He listened to the widespread rum- 
blings of discontent with existing con- 
ditions and to friends who told him 
the State needed him. 


E DECIDED to run for Gover- 
H nor, and jumped into the race 

with both feet and a capital 
of $52. He had had $53, but he gave 
a dollar to his wife and arranged .at 
a local grocery for credit. 

He formally opened his campaign 
March 13, 1939, in Oklahoma City, 
and throughout the spring and sum- 
mer the mighty platform voice of Al- 
falfa Bill boomed again through Ok- 
lahoma. 

Two weeks after his. campaign be- 
gan he found himself broke and with 
no bank account. That day a check 
for $20 came in the mail from a friend 
in Mississippi, and the candidate con- 
tinued his travels. After four weeks 
he was down to bedrock again--—he 
was in a town a good many miles 
from home and had just a dollar. A 
man came along in an automobile and 
gave him a lift home—where contri- 
butions to his campaign fund were 
awaiting him. After he got well into 
the fight finances were easier, old 
friends from many parts of the coun- 
try rallying to his support, some from 
as far away as California. Murray 
said he solicited no contributions and 
accepted them with the definite un- 
derstanding that there were no strings 
attached: if a check was offered by 
someone who might have something 
to sell the State, it was refused. Sam 
R. Hawks, owner of a hotel in Clin- 
ton, Oklahoma, was his campaign 
manager.

vanced 1100 yards, but, with the 
greatest difficulty, have dodged on 
from floe to floe. The ice here is 
fearfully pressed together, and shat- 
tered into small floes. We ferried 
five times before midday, 1. e., in four 
and three-quarters hours, and had to 


begin again as soon as we had eaten. 


“We must be near the sea, the ice- 


be'ng so divided. The horizon almost 
perfectly clear toward Gillis Land, but 
we did not see any land in that di- 
rcetion. I believed that unpressed ice 
is found only near the egress of the 
Polar Stream into the open sea (and 
is) formed by the freezing of the 
sludgy water.” 

They were obliged after dinner to 
make their way across leads and poois 
of water; three ferryings and a raft- 
ing had to be undertaken. Their dif- 
ficulties in doing this were increased 
by the constant formation of new icc, 
and by floes in perpetual movement. 
After they had pitched their camp late 
in the evening, Andree writes that, 
after all its labor, the expedition had 
hardly advanced a thousand yards in 
the direction of their course. He 
writes further: 

“While we were sitting inside the 
tent, and Strindberg and Fraenkel 
were getting supper ready and I was 
mending my pants, I heard a noise 
outside the tent, and when I looked 
through a crack in the opening, I saw 
a bear close to my nose. I did. not 
leave off sewing, but merely said: 
“Look, there is another bear for us.’ 


‘Fraenkel took hold of one of the 
guns (which, by a chance, had been 
taken into the tent for cleaning), and 
crept out. The bear then stood a few 
steps from him and—ready te attack, 
but was met by a ball that made him 
fall dead after he had gone a few 
paces. 

-‘*‘We continued our work and our 
supper before we even looked at the 
cadaver, but afterwards, found it was 
a large he-bear, undoubtedly the fin- 
est of all we had shot. We took out 
the brain, kidneys, tongue and some 
pieces along the back, altogether 
about 22 pounds, in order to supple- 
ment our supply of fresh meat. 


HE wind is now easterly, and 
they are happy, for they hope 
they will be able to drift in the 
proper direction. It has been a fairly 
clear horizon toward Gillis Land, but 
they have seen nothing of it. 

At about 7 p. m. on August 19, 
Fraenkel takes his usual “morning” 
observation. For breakfast, Strind- 
berg has triead frying with bear-fai, 
which makes Fraenkel think: “Fancy 
how delightful if we can get sand- 
wiches to eat!’ 

Of the bear shot the day before 
they took no more than the brain, 
kidneys and the best bits, altogether 
17 1-2 pounds. After a few hours 
more they make a start, and march 
all night and a part of August 20.

tc 25.7 F. and the faint wind is 
north-northwesterly. The expedition 
stands ready to start just after 12. 
Andree thinks it is a glorious day, 
and the air is light. 

“Faint north wind, but the half- 
frozen leads and pools of water have 
caused us an immense loss of time,” 
he writes. “A single ferrying took 
two hours. 

“This evening, on my proposal, we 
tusted what raw meat was like. Raw 
bear, with salt, tastes like oysters, and 
we hardly wanted to fry it. Raw 
brain, too, is very good, and the bear's 
meat was easily eaten raw 

“Just as we were pitching our tent, 
three bears came to attack us. We 
took up a position near an ice hump. 
Strindberg shot the old one with one 
ball. Fraenkel shot the other with 
two. I fired four shots at the other 
cub and made hits with all, but all 
his wounds were not so serious but 
that he could manage to get away 
among the fissures and pools. 

“We took the best bits, i. e.,-2-3 
of the tongue, the kidneys and the 
brains. We also took the blood, and 
Fraenkel was instructed to make 
blood pancake (my proposal). He 
did this by using oatmeal and frying 
it in butter, after which it was eaten 
with butter and found to be quite ex- 
cellent. Of the bear cubs, one was 
rather big, the other (a female) was 
smaller. All the cubs we have seen 
have been young Ones from the pre- 
vious year.” 

For their supper, Strindberg hit on 
the plan of making soup of the algae 
(a kind of “seaweed found along

the edges of the ice.) Andree thinks 


‘it “should be considered as a fairly 


important discovery for travelers in 
these tracts.”’ 

Early August 22, the temperature 
is 19 degrees 6 F., with a faint east- 
southeasterly wind.

“there was no harm done,” as Andree 
expresses himself. Strindberg had a 
pain in one toe from some unknown 
cause. One comfort in all the trou- 
bles is that bear ham several] days old 
is splendid. 

On August 23 the expedition does 
not rise until about 10 o'clock and it 
starts one hour later. 

The difficult ice district continues 
until 4 p. m. when they find smoother 
going. Andree writes: 

“The country today has been fer- 
rible, and I repeat what I wrote yes- 
terday, that we have not previously 
had such a large district with ice so 
hummocky. There can scarcely be 
fuund a couple of square yards of ice 
which does not present evident traces 
of pressure, the entire country consist- 
ing of a boundless field of large and 
small hummocks. 


“() NE cannot speak of any regu- 
larity among them. The 
leads today have been broken 
to pieces and the floes smali, but, in 
general, it has been easy to get across. 
Now they are so frozen that neither 
ferrying nor rafting can be employed. 

“Today, a lead changed just when 
we had crossed it (five minutes later 
and it would have been impossible) 
and we had an opportunity of seeing a 
very powerful pressing. The floes 
came at a great speed, and there was 
a creaking around us. It made & 
strange and magnificent impression. 

“The day has been extremely beau- 
tiful. Perhaps the most beautiful we 
have had. With a specially clear 
horizon, we have again tried to catch 
sight of Gillis Land, but it is impos- 
sible to get a glimpse of any part of 
it. 

“The clear air was utilized by 
Strindberg to take lunar distances. He 
saw haloes on the snow; an inner, 
more sharply defined, with the inuer 
boundary red, where, however, the 
colors could not be determined quite 
absolutely. 

“Observed from the ground, these 
haloes seemed to be the extremities of 

abolas or of elipses. Magnificent 
Venetian landscapes with canals be- 
tween lofty hummock edges on both 
sides, water-square with ice-fountain 


and stairs down to the canals. ‘Di- 
vine.” 
The day's march was probably 


about 3.6 to 4.2 miles and they are all 
terribly tired. The rich supply of

Planinshek.

MEMPHIS, Tennessee. 
OUND down river 
on what was 
planned as the 
longest canoe trip 
ever made, ‘‘Eski- 
mo Charlie’ Plan- 
inshek paused a 
while here, as he 
has at other river 
towns. With him 
are Tony and Inez, his children, and 
two Eskimo huskies, all in one 18- 
foot canoe. Now that he is so close, 
comparatively, to the gulf, ‘‘Eskimo 
Charlie’ isn’t sure that he wants to 
venture into tropic waters. To Char- 
lie the call of the North is not just a 
phrase that the movies did to death. 
The fascination of the Far North coun- 
try is for him a very real and vital 
thing. 

And though Tony and Inez have 
very little to say, it is not difficult to 
see that they wouldn't be exactly sor- 
ry if their father was suddenly to 
change his plans and make for the 
North. Civilization and all its com- 
plications are very new to Tony and 
Inez. It was not sv long ago that 
Tony’s only name was Kablu Nahto 
Hacky Unaly, which means “future 
master of the barren lands,’’ and Inez 
was called Kablu Nahto Hacky Phany, 
“future mistress of the barren lands."’ 
And Eskimo Charlie, because he had 
a gun, was ‘‘the master of the barren 
lands.”” But even if they are barren 
lands Charlie lets it be known that 
he prefers them. 

“We don't get colds, anyway,’ he 
says in defense of his inclination to 
return to his igloo on the shore of the 
Arctic Ocean. ‘‘And we don't break 
a law every time we turn round. It’s 
a great place that kind of gets a 
fellow.” 

In the course of his astonishing life 
Planinshek has gone for 10 years with- 
out seeing a white man and for 20 
years without seeing a white woman. 
Here's his background as he gives it. 
It’s startling and not a little incredible. 
But, somehow, the way in which he 
tells it makes it convincing. 

“I was born in Northern Sonora, 
Mexico, in 1880. My father had gone 
to Mexico with Maximilian, and later 
was sentenced to be shot with him. 
Hut father was pardoned, and a 
friendly padre took him to Sonora and 
showed him an abandoned silver mine. 
Father started working it, and after 
he had accumulated a fortune he went 
back to the old country to start a revy- 
olution in Bosnia. It was then that 
he was made the Duke of Bosnia. 

“He held the title and was success- 
ful for three years, but tn 1878 he got 
in bad with Austria and had to flee 
the country. He took refuge in Mon- 
tenegro. There he met and fell in

love with Princess 
Danilova, niece of 
Prince Nicholas, 
who later became 
King, and cousin of 
the Queen of Italy. 
They were married, 
and father took his 
‘bride to Mexico, as 
Austria had placed 
a price on his head.

The next 12 years Planinshek spent 
on a ranch in West Texas. In 1900, 
at the age of 20, he started on horse- 
back for Alaska to prospect for gold. 
Four years of wandering in Northwest 
America fdllowed, including a _ wild 
dash across Bering Strait in a native 
canoe with a fugitive murderer. 

“In 1904,” he continues, “I got a 
job with a Canadian Government sur- 
vey party going to the Fraser River in 
British Columbia. The chief engineer 
was F. W. Bancroft. I was with them 
four years and learned a lot about 
mapping. Because of this I later was 
able to map the barren lands of the 
Arctic Circle in North America. 

““When I left the party I went to 
Calgary to work as a cowboy at the 
roundup and was kicked in the chest. 
Doctors gave me six months to live. In 
the spring I went to Saskatchewan and 
on to The Pas, Manitoba, spending one 
winter on the way. 

“There I heard I could get a job 
with a survey party for the Hudson 
Bay Railroad. They offered me $1.25 
a day, without board. I turned it 
down and decided to head north, but 
I hadn't the slightest idea at the time 
what that decision would mean to my 
life. You see, I had heard that Eski-

mos far up in the barren lands used 
dishes of yellow metal, and to me that 
didn’t mean anything but gold. After 
months of travel I was to find they 
didn’t have dishes of any kind. 


66M sinters I bought a lot of 


trinkets that I intended to 
trade for gold, and set out 
by canoe. I was three weeks mak- 
ing the first 50 miles, due to the 
fact that I consistently got lost in the 
lakes and couldn’t find my way out 


easily. At Pelican Narrow I hired out . 


to the Hudson Bay Company to help 
take a 40-foot boat loaded with five 
tons of merchandise to Reindeer Lake. 
We had an Indian crew. 

“That was a job. We had to lay 
poles and pull the boat across the port- 
ages. We were hitched up like 
horses. Besides, each man had to 
make five trips across the portage with 
supplies strapped on his back. The 
Indians were loafers. They loaded me 
down so I could hardly stagger along, 
while they carried light packs. Final- 
ly, I got mad. I pulled off my stock- 
ing, filled it with sand and hit the 


head. I knocked him 
cold. im oe, I 
thought I had killed 
him and fled to the bushes. I hid 
three days. When I learned I had 
not killed him I returned to the party. 
And from then on I had it easy. The 
Indians looked on me as a sort of 
superman, who could pull off his 
stocking and knock a man down with 
it. They didn’t know I had load- 
ed it. : 

“At Reindeer Lake I met a bunch 
of Chipowian Indians, who were there 
dickering with a treaty commission. 
When they put out I followed them 
north. I still had dreams of gold 
plates. They didn't want a white man 
in that country and tried to mislead 
me. But even with an 800-pound load 
in my canoe I kept on their trail. I 
followed them for 300 miles to Poto-

how, on the edge of the barren 


lands. 

“From there on there are no trees 
except little dwarf tamaracks. To see 
one from a little distance you think 
you are looking at a large tree miles 
away. At Potohow I met two Eskimos. 
And the fine way they treated me was 
in contrast to the way the Indians had 
treated me. They invited me to go 
with them, and 
| they taught me 
re ee their language. 
At Dupond Lake 


I Guilt my first cabin of stones and 
tundra moss and decided to spend the 
winter there. 

“The next summer I followed the 
deer north to the Backs River and 


built another cabin. Each suinmer I 
followed the deer, and finally made my 
way far up the Roothia Peninsula. The 
winters I spent trapping white foxes, 
doing a little mapping and gambling 
with the Eskimos. 

“Like the Eskimos, I killed my deer 
meat, the main food, in the spring and 
fall. The deer, you see, go north in 
May and return in August. About 10 
Eskimos usually go in together and 
chase deer into the river. Then they 
are easily killed with spears. 

“IT have seen a steady flow of deer 
past my cabin for three weeks—just 
nothing but deer as far as I could see. 
Most of the meat is killed in the fall. 
It immediately freezes and wil} keep 
indefinitely, even through summer, if 
placed where melting snow can’t get to 
it. The cold up in that country is dry. 
For nine months there isn’t any rain 
or fog—-just dry snow. You can’t even 
make a snowball till things begin to 
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Tony steersman over the 


thaw out in the spring sunshine. 

“Eskimos rarely eat green meat— 
that is, meat before it is frozen. They 
sometimes drink the blood of deer, 
though. I have drunk lots of it. The 
most popular dish is pemmican. Froz- 
en meat will crumble when pounded. 
The Eskimos take that and mix it with 
blueberries and bone fat. It's fine, 
and it is a highly concentrated food, 
too. 

“The only food Eskimos ever cook is 
tea. Snow is melted for drinking wa- 
ter in the winter. Fires are started by 
the old friction method and moss. 

“Children born in igloos are reared, 
but those born during the summer in 
deerskin tepees are considered hoo- 
doos and are thrown away. Their 
mothers never see them. The midwives 
take them as soon as they are born 
and throw them on the rocks to the 


ravens. The barren lands are full of 
ravens. I have seen them by the 
thousands. 


“There is no limit to the number of 
wives a man may have, and he is their 
absolute master. He .may sell them, 
trade them, exchange them for an- 
other man’s wives or even kill them. 

‘‘When a male baby is born his 
mother buys him a wife, a young giri 
baby. Both babies are tattooed with 
the same mark. Bone needles and 
Labrador tea are used. Each baby 
remains with its mother. But when 
the boy becomes 12 he goes to get his 
wife, 

“The first night she takes her sew- 
ing to his igloo. The next night she 
takes her clothes. The third night she 
takes her blankets, and the fourth 
night she stays. That completes the 
marriage ceremony. 


wives for their sons. The sons 

also acquire more when they 
grow up. When a man dies his wives 
automatically become the wives of the 
nearest neighbor. It is not uncommon 
for a man to wake up and find a flock 
of wives waiting for him. He may kill 
them if he likes, or he may sell them. 
But he must do something with them. 

“The women have all the say in re- 
gard to the children. 

“No Eskimo woman will rear an- 
other woman’s children. When a 
mother dies and leaves children too 
small to take care of themselves, they 
are sewed up in deerskin bags, smoth- 
ered and buried with the mother. 
That's why I’m back in civilization to- 
day. But before I tell you about that 
let me explain my romance. 

“After seven years in the Arctic I 
decided I had had enough—despite the 
fact that I lived in ease and comfort, 
and even though the Eskimos had 
named me ‘master of the barren lands’ 
because I had a gun—and I started 
south to leave it forever. But on the 
way I lost my snow goggles. Snow 
goggles are made of wood, charred on 
one side, with narrow slits for you to 
see through. It was in the middle of 
May, and my idea of hell is to be in 
that country at that time of the, year 
without goggles. The sun came out 
and the glare on the snow was ter- 
rible. I went blind. My dogs cut 
themselves loose and left me. I could

LL manner of sick people

It was staffed by men and women 
who had taken a vow to devote 
their lives to the suffering. But 
volunteers were not numerous. 
Some 25 men and an equal num- 
ber of women did the work that 
really required four times that 
number. So the Hotel Dieu was 
an excellent place for a man of 
Pare’s temperament and scientific

mind to start his life’s work. 

The immense building was 
warmed by a box of live coals be- 
ing wheeled through the vast 
rooms. Evidently this system of 
ambulatory heating was not very 
successful, for Pare tells of one 
winter when some patients had 
their noses frozen so badly he had 
to operate. ‘‘Some recovered. But 
two died.’’ 

Patients were placed three to a 
bed, regardless of whether they 
suffered from contagious disease. 
In times of great demand upon the 
hospital’s space, a fourth patient 
was even laid across the foot. But 
outside of such meagre details we 
learn nothing from Pare nor others 
about the medico-surgery service

in particular at the Hotel Dieu. 

Immediately on graduating 
Pare joined the army of King 
Henri II as an assistant surgeon. 
And for the next twenty-five years 
his scientific work was constantly 
interrupted by various expeditions 
with different armies. 


IS first war service was soon 
H after the first use of fire- 

arms. His superior surgeons 
faced a new prroblem, as gun- 
shot wounds differed from any 
kind of previous wound they had 
treated. From examinations of 
the writings of the time we cull 
such remarks of various leading 
army surgeons regarding guns: 
‘The wounds they make are veno- 
mous; we must kill the venom. 
The wounds they make are poison; 
we must kill the poison.’’ They 
certainly adopted the most drastic 
measures. Gun shot wounds were 
treated with boiling oil. At the 
siege of Metz, Pare found himself 


with many wounded on his hands, 
and not sufficient boiling oil to 
treat them all. He was a very 
conscientious man, and tuis in- 
ability to give them what he con- 
sidered a necessary treatment, 
worried him so he could hardly 
sleep. However, he gave great at- 
tention to the dressing of wounds. 
On the third night he noted to his 
surprise that those wounds which 
had not been treated with boiling 
ofl were beginning to heal. At the 
same time the wounded men who 
had been treated with boiling oil 
were still writhing in agony, and 
the wounds showing no signs of 
improving. From that time on, 
Pare left off the barbarous meth- 
ods of his superiors. He decided 
to seek other methods of healing; 
but in the meantime to leave the 
wounds to nature. 

It was: at the battle of Dam- 
villiers that Pare proved himself 
a great surgeon. The Duke de

cumstance that a _ hornbill is 
about half beak and when he 
opens it anything falling in the 
vicinity is likely to fallin it. But 
that isn’t all. He has a good eye. 
He can take grapes out of the air 
about as fast as the keeper can 
toss them in and not many errors 
are recorded either. Feeding time 
at the hornbill cage is an occasion 
almost as popular as feeding time 
at the sea lion tank. 

Henry M. Kennon, ornithologist 
in charge of the bird house, has 
made pets of the horn#ills. He 
has one so well trained that the 
great-beaked creature can pluck a 
grape from his lips without dam- 
age to Mr. Kennon’s ears, eyes Or 
Adam’s apple. It’s something like 
plucking a grape from a man’s 
mouth with a steam shovel but 
Kennon and the bird appear to get 
along very well together and. no 
mishap has been reported so far, 
not even the loss of a single tooth. 

Hornbills are just as peculiar in 
their nesting habits as they are in 
appearance, Kennon says. In their 
native jungles of Asia and Africa 
they build their nests in hollow 
trees and when the nest is ready 
for occupancy the female volun- 
tarily becomes a prisoner for & 
couple of months. The male seals 
up the opening in the tree with 
mud, leaving only a narrow slit 
through which she can thrust her 
beak to receive the food he brings 
her. On the nest she remains 
until the eggs are hatched and the 
young are strong enough to leave 
the tree. Natives of the hornbill

neighborhood take over his duties 
and feed his widow and young 
until they are able to leave the 
nest. 

The toucan family, which also 
is well represented in the bird 
house, is said to have nesting 
habits resembling those of the 
hornbills, but much remains to be 
learned about the subject. Tou- 
cans, it seems, are so insistent 
upon privacy that few human 
beings have ever seen their nests. 
They, too, build in hollow trees 
100 feet or more from the ground 
and the trees they select, besides 
being tall, are usually in the most 
inaccessible parts of the jungle. 
William Beebe, the explorer, was 
one of the first white men to ob- 
serve their nesting habits. 


HE toucans resemble horn- 

bills in other particulars, 
too, including appearance. 

But they are not even related. 
They are from Central and 
Northern South America and 
are second or third cousins to 
the woodpecker and kingfisher. 
Superficially, though, they look 
more like hornbills except for the 
fact that they are somewhat less 
grotesque. Their bills are not 
quite so large and their coloring 
is more brilliant. There are about 
five varieties of toucans. ,Dne, the 
Aricari toucanette, is extremely 


rare. The St. Louis zoo’s speci- 
men is the first ever brought to 
the United States. Naturally, 
it is one of the prize exhibits, 
but it seemed to one observer 
recently that it got far _ less 
attention from the visiting pub- 
lic than the big cage of macaws 
across the swamp from. the 
main entrance. Macaws are bound 
to get attention anywhere with 
such voices and such extrava- 
gant ‘coloring as these possess. 
When they are all squawking at 
once the bedlam probably is like 
nothing else heard in nature. It 
seems to classify somewhere be- 
tween the sound of a steam riveter 
and a flock of radios run amuck. 
But that brilliant plumage makes 
up for a lot of racket. Twenty- 
five birds in green, red, yellow 
and blue. They make an impres- 
sive picture. 

The fierce looking Kea parrots 
are less gaudy, but just as inter- 
esting. for Kea parrots are notori- 
ous birds. Their chief claim to 
fame——or rather ill fame—is their 
appetite for sheep. In New Zea- 
land, their homeland, they have 
almost been exterminated by sheep 
ranchers because of their destruc- 
tiveness. Although they are but 
little larger than an ordinary 
chicken hawk, they kill sheep by 
fastening themselves with their 
claws upon the animal's back and 
digging into their live victims so 
they may get at the kidney fat. 

The Leadbeater cockatoo is an- 


other savage customer. Behind 
the glass of his cage he merely 
flips his war bonnet at you—in 
defiance, Kennon says——but. peo- 
ple who handle zoo creatures will 
tell you they would rather be bit- 
ten by a wolf than a Leadbeater 
cockatoo. Not only do they bite. 
They chew. 


HERE are so many Dig 
birds, gaudy birds, noisy 
birds and birds which are all 

of these things and peculiar be- 
sides, that the zoo visitor is 
likely to pass by some of the 
finest and most beautiful ex- 
hibits in the entire building.

stantly growing. He had been 

made surgeon to King Henri, on 
his return from the first cam- 
paign. In spite of this and the 
good work he did, he was opposed 
for many years by the Faculty of 
Medicine. It tried to prevent the 
publication of .his various trea- 
tises. His origin as a barber who 
knew nothing of Latin was argued 
against his writings having any 
value. But Pare kept right on 
getting results. One of his ex- 
periments was the breaking of the 
joint of a crippled elbow and re- 
setting it, so the arm again as- 
sumed normal shape. He con- 
ducted a barber-surgeon’s shop in 
the rue St. Andre des Arts, near 
the Place St. Michel. He also was 
welcomed by the College of St. 
Cosme, a more liberal institution 
than the Faculty of Medicine. 

By the time he had reached the 
age of 45, he was so important a 
figure that the College of St. 
Cosme deemed it only right that 
he should be given the Master's 
Bonnet. However, there was a 
ruling that no man could hold 
it who did not know Latin. In 
order to get around this, the ad- 
dress that Pare must deliver was 
written out for him considerably 
in advance so he could learn it by 
heart. On December 18, 1554, he 
received his Master’s degree. 

Strange to relate, the progress 
in surgery stopped at his death in 
1590. Not until the time of Louis 
XIV did things improve.
